Features of this ex- 
hibit are outdoor schools, moving pic- 
tures for teaching and schools for th 
defective, laboratory work, military 
training and the higher education of 
women is shown in a remarkable man- 
ner. There are nine groups in this 
exhibit, each comprising about a half 
dosen c Ed from kinder- 
garten to college will be shown in its 
various stages. 

An elaborate display, covering edu- 
cation in agriculture and 
shown from various States, while 
learning along lines of commerce and 
industry has an equally important 
place. New York, Massachusetts and 
a score of other States have wonder- 
fully striking exhibits, which never 
fail to hold interest. California 
specializes on out-door study, while 
the city of St. Louis izes with 
the educational museum. Relief maps 
of educational centers, brought out 
distinctly by electric lights are among 
the features of the exhibit as a whole. 

MINES AND METALLURGY. 

Tuts palace is now one of the most 
striking at the e tion. A minia- 
ture mountain divides the building into 
quadran each facing a main en- 
trance. side carries out the oil 
industries, another placer mining, «4 
third, copper mining and the last is 
devoted to qvurts mining. A miniature 
mine in which the visitor is lowered 
has proved one of the wonders of this 
exhibit and is being daily visited by 
thousands, who are not experienced in 
the ways of underground workings. A 
plate-giass section of the mountain 
shows the workings of a modern mine 
with every detail carefully taken care 
of. On men of California will be par- 
ticularly interested in the petroleum 
display, this exhibit pronounced 
the most perfect of its d ever seen 
on exhibition. 

The placer mining section will hold 
the attention of any visitor. Giant 
streams of water are employed, show- 
ing just how modern placer mining is 
conducted today, with a working 
model of a dredger, which for 
gold carrying out the scheme, ls 
of borax mining are shown, as well 
as that of cement, magnesite and other 
minerals. Relief maps of the various 
oll districts are shown with models 
of field storage and transportation 
equipment. Modei smelters and 
methods of handling ore as well as 
gold mining is carried out to the last 
detail. 


PALACE OF TRANSPORTATION.. 

Here is an exhibit that will hold 
the attention of the visitor for days. 
Thousands of automobiles are on the 
floor, showing every type of motor 
vehicle known to modern times. Tour- 
ing racing model, 
limousine, bus, truck and armored car 
are seen in the motor section of this 
building. The armored car, carrying 
a four-inch turret gun, is one of the 
features, while one exhibitor is turn- 
ing out eighteen complete cars a day 
from @ plant erected in this build- 
ing. At this particular exhibit the 
bare frames are placed upon a moving 
trestle, where, as it progresses, twen- 
ty-eight workmen fit the various units 
to the frame until at the -.expiration 
of ten minutes it rolls off onto the 
floor, a completed under its 
own power.

Big accessory exhibits are in the 
game building, showing the ittle 
things that are needed for automo- 
bile, motorcycle and steam monster.

Japan needs these products more 
than ever at the present time because 
of her manufacture of munitions of 
war for Russia. This explains in part 
Petrograd’s acquiescence in pressing 
the proposals upon China. 

What would happen should Japan 
deem it necessary to move on Peking 
is a conundrum of importance in 
diplomatic circles. It is doubtful, 
however, if such action would influ- 
ence the European situation. There 
seems to be a perfect understanding 
now between Russia and Japan. 

The former even consented to Jap- 
anese guards replacing Siberian 
guards along the railroad in North- 
ern Manchuria. Besides, Russia has 
her eyes upon the Dardanelles. When 
those straits are in the passession of 
the allies she will gain her ilong- 
dreamed desire of access to open wa- 
ter. It is not likely she would un-

Would Lobby Against Bills 
Propose Assessment to Pay 


Mass M eeting Today to Lay 


Public school teachers of the city 
will hold a mass meeting at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon in the rooms of the 
Board of Education to formulate plans 
for creating a lobby at Sacramento to 
fight against the passage of three bills, 
now pending in the Legislature, which 
are regarded by them as inimical 0 
their interests. An assessment will 
be levied on the teachers to create the 
necessary fund. 

The measures, known as Senate bills 
Nos, 452, 1016 and 1017, provide for 
the appointment of the Count) Board 
of Education by the County Superin- 
tendent; 
nominated by the superintendents, and 
that all teachers not so nominated 
shall be elected by boards of educa- 
tion, and that there be established a 
State Board of School Appeals, with 
power to remove members of boards! 
of education from office. 
The teachers believe 
would give autocratic powers to the 
school superintenden 
ment of the members 
profession.

“The concept of God today is far 
different. Men have learned ts 
derstand that God is not afar off, even 
with reference to the cosmic process, 
bit is near at hand.

God ts very preesnt, but this pres- 
ence of God in the coemic order is not 
in any figurative or rhetorical sense, 
but it means that the entire universe 
depends not merely in its creation but 
in ite existence upon the sustaining 
and continually creating power of the 
Infinite, and this doctrine of the im- 
minence of God does not mean that 
God is not to be identified with the 
universe. While God is imminent He 
transcendent. The universe 
is not all of God nor is God 
the universe. Back of the universe, 
above and beyond it is God, the Cre- 
ator and Sustainer, but God is present 
in His universe and the universe has 
no existence apart from Him. 

“But this concept of the Divine im- 
minence as being responsible for the 
ereation and the unfolding of the cos- 
mic order does not adequately meet 
the demand of human thought. The 
universe as we know it reveals unto 
us the power of God and the wonder 
of creation reveals to us His infinite 
wisdom, but the human soul demands 
that there must be something back of 
wisdom and power and the heart and

disclosure is of the friendship and 
power of God, not his enmity and 
impotence.

N ARORTIVE LAW. 

In order to compel the railroads of 
Pennsylvania to afford greater safety to 
passengers, the Legislature of that State 
enacted the “full crew” law. The result has 
been less instead of greater safety. “A 
comparison,” says Leslie's Weekly, “of the 
casualty lists on the Pennsylvania Raflroad 
for the six months before the full crew law 
went into effect with the first half of 1914 
shows two passengers killed where one was 
killed before, and 141 injured, as against 
ninety-nine. Among trainmen there has 
been an increase of one killed and of 653 
injured.”

SPLIT INFINITIVE: USE IT. 
Booth Tarkington was once quoted as 
saying that he didn’t know as much about 
grammar as a high-school student. And if 
other authors were as honest as Mr. Tark- 
ington is reported to have been, similar con- 
fessions would fill the air. That doesn't 
mean Mr. Tarkington, or other authors, 
erack the Precistan's head every paragraph 
or so. Indeed not. It simply means scho- 
lastic formulas are not remembered; that 
good reading and careful writing have so 
ingrained correct usage into their diction 
that unconsciously they observe the proper 
arrangement of words. Perhaps if called 
on to parse an intricate sentence or to 
chase a preposition into the arms of the rec- 
ognized grammatical rule, many authors 
known for their purity of style would have 
to take a seat at the feet of a grammar- 
grade teacher. 
But the bugaboo of the language has been 
the split infinitive. All the two-by-four pur- 
ists who swagger about parading a know 


In their opinion, the height 
is to refer to a writer as one who 
uses the split infinitive. Even Henry Cabot 
Lodge, a scholar and a statesman, in an 
essay defending “Americanism” and fustify- 


Yet the use of the split infinitive is de- 
fended by authoritative grammarians and 
justified by the usage of almost every class!- 
al author from Chaucer to Kipling. Goold 
Brown in his “Grammar of English Gram- 
mar says: “It is true that the adverb is 
in general more elegantly placed before the 
preposition than after it, but the later post- 
tion sometimes contributes perspicuity, 
which ia more essential than elegance.” 
Mason, in his twenty-first edition of “English 
Grammar says: “The preposition ‘to’ ts 
not an essential part of the infinitive mood 
nor an invariable of it.” 

Frank H. Vizetelly, managing editor of 
the “Funk & Wagnalls Standard Dietion- 
ary,” says in “Essentials of MTEnglish 
Speech:” “Why characterize the split in- 
finitive as an outrage on the English lan- 
guage? It is nothing of the sort; it is but 
a natural arrangement of words to force- 
fully express thought.” 

Byron wrote: “To slowly trace the for- 
ent 's shady scene” and was ridiculed for it. 
But before him such peers of English liter- 
ature as Wycliffe, Massinger, Donne, Sir 
Thomas Brown, De Foe, Shakespeare, Sam- 
nel Johnson and Burns had made use of it.

indefinitely be blocked by a new foe. 
Thus the most vita! interests of Eng- 
land and Russia became identical—as, 
at the same time, this activity on the 
part of the Kaiser was interpreted by 
England as a threatened danger to In- 


and dia. While the Russian-English differ- 


ences in Persia were amicably settled 
in the same spirit as were those in 
Middle Asia, and thus the only re- 
maining cause of friction removed, 


Germany was building great strategi- 


cal raliroad lines in Asia Minor, con- 
necting the Mediterranean with the 
Gut of Persia, and reforming and 
equipping the Turkish war forces. For 
all practical purposes, Turkey became 
a vassal state of Germany, even more 
completely than she had been of Eng- 
land for the preceding century. The 
only missing link for a subjugation of 
Turkey and of the shortest and most 
direct route to India, was the control 
of a great railroad from the borders 
of Austria to Salonica. The first step 
in that direction was accomplished by 
the annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. Mistaki Turkey's strength, 
Germany hoped t the first Balkan 
war would bring a complete defeat of 
the small Slav Balkan countries, and

I am firmly convinced that the near 
future belongs to the United States 
and to Russia, to the American and the 
Slav races.

and Russia are the youngest and the 


most vigorous of the countries, and 


have just commenced to develop their 
real worth and might. They are the 
coming nations, the young giants who 
are destined to rule our planet. The 
radical differences in their govern- 
ments, in a historical sense, will surely 
be of only short duration. Their 
territorial situation on the map 
of the world is such as to 
prevent any real trouble between 
them.

St. Louls and Chicago Capitalists 
Receive $5,800,000 for Their Hold- 
ings from a Cripple Creek Syndi- 
cate Headed by A. E. Carlton. 
Transfer Made on a Cash Basis. 
(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

COLORADO SPRINGS, March 9.— 
The largest gold mining deal in recent 


years in Colorado was closed late to- 


day when A. E. Cariton of Cripple 
Creek and fifty associates purchased 
from John T. Milliken and T. W. Car- 
ver of St. Louis and Frank G. Logan 
of Chicago, 95 per cent. of the capital 


stock of the Golden Cycle Mining Com- 


pany, owning properties in the Cripple 
Creek district and a mill and coal 
lands near here, for a cash considera- 
tion of $4,500,000. 

In the same transaction the Golden 
Cycle mine and mill at Cripple Creek 
are transferred to the Vindicator 
Consolidated Gold Mining Company, 
the consideration being 31.300.090. 
The transfer of the Golden Cycle 
mine to the Vindicator company 
brought about a compromise of litiga- 
tions between the two mining com- 
panies, said to involve about $1,000,- 
000, which means that the Vindicator 
practically gives $2,300,000 for the 
Golden Cycle mines. 

Besides the mine in Cripple Creek, 
Carlton and his associates secured the 
Golden Cycle Reduction plant at 
Colorado City, control of the United 
Gold Mines Company, the Pike's Peak 
Fuel Company of this city, and the 
East Colorado Springs Land Com- 
pany.

TONOPAH (Nev.) March 11,-—Ar- 
guments in the famous case of the 
Jim Butler-West End mining com- 
panies have been completed. It has 
been submitted to Judge Averill of 
the Nevada District Court, who will 
probably come to a decision within 
the next thirty days.

“Then came the affair of the 
Knights of the Golden Circle in In- 
diana,” he sald last. night, “and the 
request from Gov.

Many of my 
decisions in these cases were written 
on the trains between Indianapolis 
and Cincinnati.” 

Gen. Burnett was also the judge- 
advocate in the famous cases which 
grew out cf the conspiracy of St. 
Leger Grenville and other Confeder- 
ate refugees in Canada to liberate the 
southern prisoners confined at Camp 
Douglas in Chicago. Some of the 
descendants of this Grenville, who 
was a scion of the lordly house .of 
Grenville, and a soldier of fortune, 
are now fighting in the English army 
in France. 

MUDD-SURRATT-HEROLD. 

But the capstone to Gen. Burnett's 
distinguished career as an attache of 
the Bureau of Justice was his con- 
nection with the prosecution of the 
Lincoln assassins. And it was his in- 
vestigations and the evidence collect- 
ed by him that led to the hanging of 
the Surratt conspirators. 

Made a brigadier-general of volun- 
teers March 18, 1865, “for meritorious 
services” in the Bureau cf Justice, 
the young Ohloan was honorably 
mustered out of service in December 
of the same year, after completing 
the monumental task of transcrib- 
ing the entire bulk of testimony in 
the case of the Lincoln assassins. 

Returning to Cincinnati, Gen. Bur- 
nett re-engaged in the practice of 
law. In 1872 he went to New York, 
which has been his home since that 
time. For two terms he was United 
States District Attcrney for the south- 
ern district of New York.
